known to found their whole Faith on certain Tra 
ditions, the Truth of which they take fcr granted, 
tho’ never: fo :contradiftory to Reafon, or to the 
Nature of Things, The Fewifh Rabbins have, 
indeed, fhewn a more.fertile:Gegius.than the Fa-. 
cobite, in the Nymber of their Inventions, and a 
happier Caft of ‘Fhonght'in the Pleafantry of them ; 
but in one Iaftance,. I think, they rather fall 
fhort ; for the Facobite Traditions feem to me 
rather more furprizing and~fniraculous than the — 
Few. nee 

To metition one only; the ‘facobite Rabbins 
tell us, that on Friday, Feb. 6. 1684, one of the 
Angels, I forget which, came to Whitehall at 
Noon-day, without being perceived by any onc, 
and brought with him a Commiffion from Hea- 
ven, which he delivered to the then Dike of Yors, 
by which the faid Duke was indefeafibly created 
King of England, Scotland, and Ireland, to have 
and to hold the faid Kingdoms, with all the People 
thereunto belonging, their Religion, Liberties, Pri- 
vileges and Properties, to him and his Heirs, and to 
the fole Ufe and Behoof of him and his Heirs for 
ever; and with full Kingly Right and Authority 
to do with the fame, at his Will and Pleafure, all 
natural Rights of the faid People, and all Com- 
mon Senfe, Reafon, and even the divine Word it- 
felf to the contrary notwithftanding. By Virtue 
of which Commiffion the faid Fames enter’d on 
his Kingly Authority, and did what feemed good 
in his own Eyes, and what feemed Evil in the 
Eyes of moft others, for the Space of three Years 
and more; ’till in the Year 1688, the Devil en- 
ter’d into the Heart of one /Villiam, Prince of 
Orange, and caufed him, the faid Prince, with a 
mighty Army, and with the Affiftance of the 
King’s own Sabjekts, or rather Slaves, to march 
to the Royal Palaet, where the aforefaid Angel, 
who now thought i¢ high Time, made a fecond 
Appearance, and thence, in a fecond Attempt (the 
firft proving fruilefs) convey’d away the King, 
together with his divine Commiffion, to another 
Country, where the faid King afterwards dy’d, 
feized of the fame Commiffion, which defcerded, 
in an invifible Manner, to his Heirs, who from 
time to time, one time or another, are to be re- 
ftored to the fuli Exercife of the fame indefeafibie, 
divine, lawful, lawlefs Authority. 

This, I fay, is one Tradition of the Facobites, 
and this 1 conceive to be rather more miraculous 
shan all the Stories which the Fews have told us of 
Adam and Eve, the Tree of Knowledge, the Ex- 
pulfion from Paradife, ec. 

“Again, it is the unhappy Fate of both thefe 
People, who have been alike deprived of their own 
divinely conftituted Kings, to live under“ Govern- 


ments which they hold to be damnable and dia- 


bolical, and no Allegiance nor. Submiffion, to be 
due to them ; But, on the ys are daily hop- 
ing and looking for their ruction, . For ano- 
ther Inftance in which they exaétly refemble each 
other, is their tonftant Expeétation of the Arrival 
of their Meffiah ; for whofe Coming they have 
both many Prophecies, on which, with equal Faith, 
they rely. Both have frequently fuffered Difap- 
pointments, which have not been able to mortify 
or leflen the Confidence of either, and, in all hu- 
man Probability, one Hour. will complete tle 
Happitiefs of both the Ferw-and the Facobite; tho’ 
this Hour feems at prefent to be.at fome Diitance. 

Thunder and Lightning, ‘Storms and Tempefts, 
are the Seafons when the Fews expect the Arrival of 
this Bleffing. In Times of War and public Dan- 
ger, which may bé called Political Témpefts, the 
Jacobites look for the coming of their Lord. 
The Ceremonies performed at their ‘Seafons are 
fomewhat different; The Fews are faid,:on all fach 
Occafions, to ft open their Windows; the Face- 
bites open their Barrels, Bottles, and cvery other 
Veffel which contains Liquors. Of neither of thefe 
Ceremonies will I venture to affign the Reafon. 

* Both muft be allowed ‘to be a very extraordinary 
kind of People, and like t6~no geberg. that the 
World hath ever produced. The Divine Being, it 
is truc, hath not yet fet any particular Mark’on 
the Jacobites, as he is thought to have fet on the 
Jews; but they have at laft found the Means of 
fupplying this Deficiency in the Refemblance, 
having lately put a Mark on themfelves, which 
bears fome Affinity to that Party-coloured Diflinc- 
tion that once ufed to denote a Set of People who 
formerly exifted among us under the Denomination 
of F—Is; but as thefe are ali included in the Faco- 
bite Party, fo the former Name is now entirely loit 
and abforbed in the latter. 

Some, I know, imagine that the Facobites, when 
they fet this moft furprizing Mark on themfelves, 
had a View to imitate the Fews ; and this the ra- 
ther from their having fo confeffedly imitated them 
in another Inftance ; i mean in the Humour of Cir- 
cumcifion, which at préfént fo univerfally prevails 
among the Facobites equally with the Jews. The 
Original of this Practice was fet on Foot, as I am 
told, foon after the Battle of Culloden, and was 
performed in Memory of that Viétory, or as they 
call it Maffacre, which derives its Name from that 
Place. From that Day the Cuttom hath been uni- 
verfal ; and I am credibly informed there is nut a 
Facobite now in England who is uncircumcifed. 

, The Fews were by the Antients accounted the molt 
fuperftitious of all People ; but in this the Facobites 
of our Days are at leaft their Equals, In the worft 
of Times, and when their Hopes have feemed to 
lofe all Foundations, a River having too much or 
too little Water in it, a Man bora with an extraor- 
dinary Member, an Eclipfe, a Comet, an Aurora 
Borealis, or any fuch ates or extraordinary 
Phenomenon, is fufficient to fupport their droop- 
ing Spirits, and is interpreted to be a Fore-runner 
of him they look for. 

There is one very remarkable Inftance, in which 
both thefe ftrongly refemble each other, and at the 
fame time differ from all the reft of Mankind, who 
are faid by Nature to be addiéted to Scli-Intereft, 
aud to purfue their own Good: Now whoever hath 
read the Hiftory of either of thefe Sets with any 
Attention, muft be perfuaded that their principal 
View hath always been to work out their own Ruin, 


in dire& Oppofition to the moft indulgent Difpen- 
fation. of Providence ; and (which is moft gbferva- 
ble). this perverfe, Attachment to their own De- 
ftructi6n, as well in the one Seét as in the other; 
hath arifen from a {trange Defire of being enflaved, 
as well as their Neighbour Nations. * We will 
‘** have a King over us, and be like all other Na- 
*€ tions,” faid the Fews to Samuel. ** We will 
** have. a King over us; and be like the / 

** Nation,” would the Jacobites fay, if 
durft, 

And as there is fo great an Analogy between the 
Fews and the Facobites, fo hath there been the (anc 
Likenefs between their Kings. Indeed the W: 
of the Prophet, in the Eighth Chapter of the F 
Book of Samuel, are equally applicable to their J.:- 
cobitical as well as Fewifh Majetties. 

“© This, fath Samuel, fhail be the Manner of 
** the King that flrall reign’ over you: ** He will 
** take your Sons and appoint them to his Cha- 
*¢ riots, and to be his Horfermi¢n, and fome thall 
** run before his Chariots. He will make them 
** his Captains over thoufands and over filties ; aud 
** to fow his Ground, and to reap his Harveft, 
*¢ and to make In(truments, and the Things tha 
** ferve for his Chariots. He will alfo take your 
“* Daughters, and make them Apotheearies, and 
“* Cooks, and Bakers. And he will take yout 
‘6 Fields, and your Vineyards, and your beft 
** Olive-Trecs, and give them to his Servants. 
*€ And he will take the Tenth of your Seed, and 
of your Vineyards, and give it to his Eunuchs, 
*s and to his Servants. And he will take your 
‘*, Men-Servants, and your Maid-Servants, and the 
‘* chief of your young Men, and your Affes, and 
‘* put them to his Work. He will take the 
‘* ‘Tenth of your Sheep, and ye fhall be his Ser- 
** vants,”” 

Hitherto the Refemblance is exa&, but in whet 
fullows the Facobites have been happier than their 
Counterparts ; for Samuel tells the Jews, * That 
**. they fhall cry out in that Day, becaufe of the 
** King whom they have chofen; and the Lord 
** will not hear them in that Day.” Now the 
contrary hath befallen the Jacobites; for they did 
cry out, and that Joudly too; (witnefs the Affair 
of Magdalen-College in particular) their Cries were 
heard, and the Tyrant they had chofen was driven 
from the Throne. 

But no fooner was the Rod taken from their 
Backs, than (like the Jews after every Deliverance) 
they began again to long for its Stripes; and, 
like them, rebelled againft their Deliverer, 

Both have been always a ftubborn Generation, 
and both have always refuled to hear the Voice of 
their Friends ; but here the Obftinacy of the Faco- 
bites feems, I think, rather the moft outragious ; 
for the Fews, at leaft in the Inftance abovemen- 
tioned, could not be faid to have experienced the 
Evils which were threaten’d them ; and tho’ their 
Disbelief of the Prophet, whofe Divine Commifiion 
they were fo well affured of, was inexcufable, yet 
it feems fomewhat fhort of the Folly of thofe who 
fly in the Face of Conviétion, and would again 
caft themfclves into the Pit of which they have al- 


ca 
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ready eflay’«| the Horrors, and whence fo nar- 
rowly, fo miraculoufly, and I may fay fo provie 
dentially, have efcaped. 

In After-Ages, indeed, the headftrong Temper
